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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one 
because  of  favorable  weather  conditions.  We  had  only 
one  small  fire  which  burned  about  one  quarter  acre. 

The  possibilities  of  expensive  forest  fires  are  be- 
coming more  real  as  logging  has  been  much  increased 
by  the  Government's  demand  for  lumber. 

The  area  cut  over  the  past  winter  combined  with 
the  hurricane  slash  which  has  not  been  cleaned  up, 
makes  it  increasingly  important  that  the  townspeople 
should  ever  be  on  the  alert  in  cautioning  others  against 
illegal  burnings  and  to  report  fires  promptly  to  the 
warden  or  deputy. 

Manpower  in  town  has  been  much  decreased  by 
the  demands  of  the  service  and  it  will  be  necessary 
for  every  individual  to  do  his  part. 

Permits  can  be  issued  only  when  it  rains  and  then 
for  one  day  only. 

1943  was  the  first  year  in  which  permits  were 
given  only  on  rainy  days,  fewer  permits  were  given 
and  less  fires  occurred. 

Many  people  hauled  away  rubbish  or  buried  it  in 
holes. 

The  town  has  fairly  adequate  guaranty  of  fire 
fighting  tools  about  evenly  divided  between  the  East 
and  West  Sides.

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant, 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  al- 
teration in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  as- 
sessed for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public 
schools  and  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations 
of  the  district,  as  determined  by  the  school  board  in 
its  annual  report. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
for  support  of  school  for  1943-44,  the  same  to  be  im- 
mediately available. 


10.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  le- 
gally come  before  said  meeting.
